I'o 
relieve th« needy without encouraging pauper- 
ism ia a very difficult (ask. Tlie Association 
has found, as the result of its experience, after 
a very perplexing aud painful one, that the only 
way to arrest professional beggary aud to dis- 
courage improvidenoe and idleness, is to make 
a willingness to work, on the part of applicants, 
the eonditioo of receiving aid. Everr year the 
oouvictioa kaa grown strongor in the minds of 
ail its members that tbe great object of the 
Aasodatton should be to fumiak employmeBt to 
the desUtoto and to Impart such initrocUoo as 
will enable them to do tbe woric offered ; and 
that, as a general principle, direct aid, whether 
in provisions or fuel, should be given only to 
Uiose who, DOtwilhstauding their best exertions, 
are unaUs to support theiqaelyes, or to those 
who, through sickuesa or other luiaforttme, are 
absolutely innspable of work.
